R EUTER’S Special Corre- 
spondent with the Eastern 
Mediterranean Fleet, telegraph- 
ing from Alexandria yesterday, 
said that British naval units.

TURF IN THE PHOENIX 
PARK 

THE NEW “BOG ROAD” 

By A BPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


I found myself on “ The New Bo 
Road ” yesterday. With its miles o 
turf ricks, stacked thirty feet, or more, 
high, and situated amid some of 
Ireland's most historic buildings and 
monuments, it is the most remarkable 
road in Ireland to-day.

The new Onder provides that where 
an accused person, or two or more 
persons, is or are being tried for any 
offence, and it is proved that.a state- 
ment relevant to such offence has been 
made by any person, not being one of 
the accused, and that such statement 
(i.) either was made voluntarily or was 
lawfully taken down under any enact- 
ment, and (ii.) was taken down in 
writing, and (iii.) was acknowledged 
by the person who made it, and the 
prosecution, at any stagé of the trial, 
elects to read such statement as 
evidence, then the prosecution may read 
suc statement as evidence and may 
cross-examine the person who made 
such statement (if he gives evidence) 
on such statement. 


STATEMENTS AS 
EVIDENCE 


. 


Where such statement is read as 
evidence, the Court may act on it as 
evidence against the accused person, or 
all the accused persons, of the facts 
contained in the statement. 

An election to read a statement as 
evidence may be made (a) notwith- 
standing that the person who made the 
statement is not present at the trial or 
is dead, and (b) where the person who 
made the statement is present at the 


trial, whether he gives or does not giv 


evidence. 

Further, it is provided that where 
two or more persons are being tried for 
any offence, and it is proved that a 
statement relevant to such offence had 
been made by any of the accused 
persons, and that such “statement, was 
made voluntarily or taken down in 
writing, and was acknowledged by the 
person who made it, and the prosecution 
elects to read such statement’ as evi- 
dence, then it may be acted upon by 
the Court as evidence against the 
accused persons. An election to read 
such ia statement as evidence may be 
made whether the person who made 
such statement does or does not give 
evidence, 

Without préjudice to the provisions 
of the Order, if the Court considers it 
proper that it should not be bound by 
any rule of evidence, whether statutory 
or common law, the Court shall not be 
bound by such rule.

Poultry: from Eire i in Britain 


Since the middle of November all 
poultry from Eire has been handled 
in Britain by the newly-formed 
Association of ~~ Wholesa Dis- 
tributors of Poultry and Rabbits, a 
Ministry of Food sponsored organisa- 
tion. Of our imports, London now 
receives 55 per cent., the balance 
being distributed to the provinces. 
As there are only eight million 
people in London, compared with 
36 million people spread over the 
rest of Britain, the distribution is 
causing considerable concern to the 
provincial dealers. - Ten W cities 
throughout the country are being 
used as distributing centres, and the 
remaining areas are supposed to 
draw -upon these centres for their 
supplies. Provincial allocations, 
however, are not sufficient to meet 
the demand of the cities themselves. 
and a rumber of areas are constantly 
without any supplies. At a meeting 
in London next week provincial 
dealers will agitate for a new system 
of distribution.

ublic had needed no Medici to make 
it the shining jewel of Italian cities 
and the citadel of Italian liberty. 

Long before the Medici were ‘heard ' 
of as rulers, it had, with the backing 
of the Popes, stood up to the Empire, 
and been beautified by great artists 
who were its own sons, 
Masaccio, Fra Angelico, Arnolfo di 
Catnbio, Brifnelleschi, and many others,’ 
As far back as the révolution of 1282 
the people had won the liberties out of 
which their city’s industry; wealth and 
well-being, and the art that mirrored 
them, were to develop. 


The Medicis 


But by the middle of the fifteenth 
century the plans of the rich banker, 
Cosimo dei Medici, to establish himself 
and his family as hereditary rulers of 
the little’ city state were well under 
way. Like another Cesar Augustus, 
he kept the old machinery of state 
functioning, but, making it work as he 
wanted it to work, he undermined its 
authority, and when he died he was 
able to ensure that the sapping process 
would be continued by members of his 
family.

That he abhorred the new world of 
petty tyrants we know; for his beauti-

one of his admirers, he sent in reply a 
quatrain which, as a of despair, 
has few parallels, except perhaps in the 
Gaelic literature of the late seventeenth 
century.

Execrating those who had brought 
on ruin and shame on his own 
people. Michelangelo, when it came -to 
painting The Last Judgment, could 
make the eternal execration wicked 
men convincing as no artist before or 
after him was in a position—histori- 
cally and psvchologically, at once—to 
do. Like the sculptor oí Bourges, 
Dante, in the Divine Comedy, had 
shown the results of God's anger, had 
shown people suffering in Hell, but, 
before Michelangelo, no artist had so 
powerfully and so vividly represented 
God’s anger itself. Never had,such 
terribilita been seen in European art. 

Apart trom the awe-inspiring figure 
of the judge, the picture as a whole is 
usually considered to be inferior to 
Michelangedo’s earlier frescoes of. the 
History of Man from the Creation of 
the Deluge, on the ceiling of the 
Sistine. It is true that some of the 
figures on the infernal shore of the 
Styx lack subtlety and tend rather 
to melodrama; but, on the other hand. 
the Blessed include some figures 
which are amongst the artist’s most 
beautiful creations, both plastically 
and psychologically. The Madonna, 
for instance, seated below her Son; is 
shown, with perfect dramatic .appre- 
priateness, turning momentarily in 
the same direction as He, towards 
the | condemned. But her eyes 
are cast down and the artist. has bee» 
able to present her with such a sug- 
gestion of grace. that it is easy to 
imagine she will turn back with relief 
towards the Blessed when the inevit- 
able but awful moment of condemna- 
tion is past.

For those who are concerned with 
the future of Irish art, The Last 
Judgment is, from one point of view 
in particular, of outstanding interest. 
A great deal of modern Irish art is, 
and must continue to be, religious. Yet, 
I think, it is true to say that, so far, 
none of our modern religious artists 
has produced a work that to any con- 
siderable extent suggests an ascension

In Ireland 


In Ireland, religious or mystical 
experience tends to be. reticent -about 
itself. But it does, of course, occur, 
and some of our artists are not by any 
means unaware of it. .There is nu 
reason why it should not be expressed 
in art. It was expressed in the very 
architecture of medieval France. For 
masters like Titian and El Greco the 
subjects of the Assumption and the 
Pentecost lent themselves relatively 
easy to the technique of ascendin

There is Edward Martyn, of Tulira 
Castle, who endowed the Pro-Cathedral 
with £10,000 a year on condition that 
they sang Palestrina for eternity, or 
as long as the Cathedral stands.

FIGHTING THE 
MOTH 


SIMPLE SOLUTION 
FOR STAINS 


By a WoMAN CORRESPONDENT. 
Man guin have asked me for a 
method of dealing with the problem of 
moths in rugs or carpets. I have found 
the following treatment very successful 
when carefully carried out; at least it 
will always arrest the damage :— 
Place in a pail half-a-gallon of hot 
water and a quarter-povud of rock 
ammonia. Get a large square of heavy 
flannel] and arrange it so that the 
centre is well soaking in the water 
and the ends hanging over the edge— 
dry. Lift the flannel and squeeze or 
wring it out. Now put the flannel 
while still wet on the carpet or other 
article and iron st till drv with a hot 
iron. this means all the moths’ 
s will be destroyed. 

Jery soon it will be impossible to 
procure those balls of steel wool that 
are used for cleaning aluminium pots 
and pans. One very easy way to take 
those ugly stains off your saucepans is 
by boiling apple-peelings in them, 
Often one sees a saucepan badly burnt 
after some food, such as vane has 
been in it. In that case the addition 
of a little soda will do the trick, but 
it is well to add a little water-glass 
also to prevent the soda harming the 


metal. 
By the way, I have seen some dis- 
mod bulb-bowls that had n con- 
verted to hold stemmed flowers by 
simply taking some wire netting, bend- 
ing it to the required shape and insert- 
ing it.in the bowl. Bulb-bowls can 
also be made very attractive by filling 
them half-full of water and placing 
some fresh green moss on top of the 
water. Later on these will look very 
well with snowdrops or primroses as 
they appear, arranged in the moss,

EDUCATION SUNDAY 


As regards Education Sunday, I am 
not quite certain if it be a good thing 
to have a Sunday set apart definitely 
for this subject. 
having such a Sunday widely observed 
is that it helps to prevent failure to 
‘Include it in our year’s programme of 
subjects and collections. On the other 
hand, it has this disadvantage. The 
subject. of education, including religious 
education, is by no means an easy one 
to deal with. It is not every parish 
clergyman who has sufficient 
specialised training to enable him to 
treat it scientifically. Many of the 
clergy are not fully acquainted with 
the problems and difficulties which 


a Diocesan Board of Education, The 
intricate and expensive schemes for 
the transport of our children can only 
be thoroughly understood by those who 
have laboured to find solutions for the 
many problems arising in connection 
with them and have had personal. ex- 
perience of the need for maintaining 
them. What are the true ideals and 
just aims of education in general and 
id the religious education in particular? 
y what methods can these ideals best 
be reached? Who, save experts, can 
deal effectively with such questions as 
these? It is of the utmost importance 
for the future stability and usefulness 
of our Church that the right answers 
should be found, and that our con- 
gregations should be made interested 
in the subject and be educated as 
regards the best methods. I, therefore, 
wonder if it would be better for each 
arish to choose its own date for 
lucation Sunday and thus be enabled 
to wae nam to mail i" have — 
a special study of the subject and have 
had special rience. The very fact 
that a special preacher has been in- 
vited helps to impress a congregation 
with the importance of the subject. 
I personally feel that it is more im- 
rtant to obtain a preacher for 
ucation Sunday than for a Harvest 
Thanksgiving, and yet how many of 
us are there who secure our Education 
Sunday preachers a year ahead? 
Although I have fixed a special date 
this year, I hope that if any of you 
have been impressed by these argu- 
ments, and think it more convenient to 
do so, you will arrange your own date 
for your own Haagen But I urge that 
you will decide the date immediately, 
mark it in your engagement book. 


[and secure a preacher, or begin 
gathering subject matter for your 
own sermon. Your Board of uca- 


tion has got a busy and difficult 
year of work before it. In the realm 
of finance it has to face serious 
obstacles. So much money has to be 
spent on transport that its income will

I 
have often advocated such gatherings, 
and would gladly occupy one of the 
chairs at such discussions, in order to 
learn rather than to teach. Those 
invited to.such a gathering should not 
be confined to the loyal members of 
our flocks,-but there should “be, if 

ssible, a majority of ‘* irregulars.”’ 
ifh us not spend too much time and 

in rebutting such charges as 
have been hurled at us of late. Let 
us rather ask ourselves: “ Is there any 
truth underlying the wildest accusa- 
tions? Have they revealed to me any 
of my own shortcomings?’’ And let 
us pray that we may have divine 
strength and courage to correct what 
is amiss, and to be ever more faithful 
in our stewardship. There is not much 
wrong with a Church whose clergy are 
active visitors of their flock, who ih 
their sermons try to impart divine 
truth in simple terms, and who are 
humble-hearted men of prayer, 

May God give us each grace to be 
faithful in our stewardship.—I am,

WOMAN 


WORKED AS WEAVER 
AT THIRTEEN 


(By 4 Woman CoRREsSPONDENT.) 


_ Dublin’s oldest woman is also Dub- 
lin’s oldest silk weaver. She is Mrs. 
Anna Delany, whom I interviewed the 
other day in a room overlooking St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral at 44 Patrick 
street. She is 101 years of age. 
“I am a real Dubliner and proud 
of it,” said Mrs. Delany, awaking on 
my arrival from her afternoon slumber, 
with its dreams of stage coaches and 
crinolimes. “I was born at No. 16 
Brabazon row, Dublin, in September, 

1840, and at the age of thirteen 

began work in a silk factory a 
worked as a weavér in Kevin street.” 
During one of her early visits to 
Dublin, Queen Victoria was presented 
with a silk tablecloth, which was 
woven by Mrs. Delany, and sent to 
Buckingham Palace on behalf of 
the city’s weavers. Mrs. Delany re-
